lu every portion of the State Revill seems to 
be gaining popularity. For a time we were in 
donbt as to whether he would get a better major- 
ity in two or three Congressional districts than 
was given to Col. Garrard last year; but recent 
information convinces us that there is no reasou 
to doubt that ho will gain on Col. G.’s vote in 
every Congressional district iu the State. The 
party whose standard he bears in the contest is 
constantly receiving accessions. Scarcely a 
neighborhood cun be found throughout the whole 
State in whieh there are not gains to our ranks. 
Men who were willing to stand by and support 
the Know Nothing party, notwithstanding the 
fact that it was denationalized and had no signs of 
life, excepting in a few localities, would not follow 
its tricky leaders into the mongrel combination of 
factions, called the “People’s Party.” They were 
unwilling to be united in political association with 
those who would gladly improve the first oppr-'- 
tunity to crush out their cherished institutions 
aud rob them of their rights and their property. 
The mere fact ol elevating to the Presidency au 
antiquated political quack, who never had suffi- 
cient talent nor merit to give him particular noto- 
riety, is not, by them, regarded as a fair equiva 
lent for such a sacrifice. 

Some of the sapitnt leaders of the K. N. party 
insist that the brethren are bound by their oaths 
to vote for McKee. They seem to forget that their 
candidate repudiates their order, and that he nev- 
er thought it respectable euougb to number 
amongst its members such a specimen of oratory, 
morality, itacjnuy, and political purity as he is.— 
They forget, too, that the K. N. order is dead, and 
that by u general dispensation from the great Pope 
aud his cardinals aud bishops, the faithful were 
absorbed from their oaths, aud changed from 
members of the K. A. order into members of the 
American party. McKee does not even acknowl 
edge himself a member of the American party, 
but insists that he is simply a Whig. 

WeU. this may be true. We have not forgotten 
that he once called himself a Whig— that he used 
his pretensions as a member of the Whig party 
to divide and defeat the party in the Sixth Con- 
gressional district— when it contained 8.000 Whig 
majority. We remember, too, that he was not 
considered orthodox on all the questions which 
constituted the Whig creed— that he was at one 
time designated as the leader of the “ignora/ire 
party." True, he complained of the latter posi- 
tion, and denied that he was justly entitled to it. ‘ 
But we have no recollection that his political 
friend who made the charge, ever withdrew it — 

A characteristic discussion took place between hitu 
and his friend in regard to the matter, in which 
they satisfactorily slaughtered each other. The 
people seemed to look upon the contest with total 
indifference as to the result, and when it was end- 
ed all seemed to be reminded of the story about 
the "kettU calling th ej'Ot black.” We have onlv 
alluded to this for the purpose of showing that 
McKee has not always been regarded as consistent 
with his professions. 

He may have been a Whig, but he is not one 
uow, because there is no such party in existence. 
He is not a “K. N.,” nor is he an “American,” for 
the same reason. The K. X. order and the Amer- 
ican party, or what little was left of them, were 
both slaughtered in Washington last winter by 
the Black Republicans, “with the advice and con- 
sent” of Mr. Crittenden and Mr. Marshall. On 
their ruins it is proposed to erect a “People’s par- 
ty.” To all this McKee gives his assent, and thus 
he defines his party position. He is a member of 
the new “People's party.” He may call himself 
what he pleases, but his indorsement of the trea- 
son of Crittenden, Marshall A Co. leave no doubt 
as to what he really is. lie is one of the People’s 
party, a party which has been aptly designated, 
hv one of our cotemporaries, as the “burgoo par- 
ty.” Its main ingrcdientls Black Republicanism. 
That Kentuckians should spurn such a mass of 
factions, organized under the name of party, is 
not surprising. Every oue who votes for McKee 
will indirectly approve of the new organization.— 
Wherever he has spoken those who heard him 
will admit that wo do him no injustice in classing 
him as a member of the new party. Let those 
who yet hear him watch him eloselj-on this point, 
aud then say if we are not right. He defends the 
meu who betrayed their own constituents, and 
prevented Kansas from coming into the Union as 
a slave State. But for the treason of Marshall 
and Underwood, of Kentucky, and of Davis, 
Ricaud, and Harris, of Maryland, Kansas would 
to-day belong to the sisterhood of States. Instead 
of being a territory, the resort of disorganizers 
and disuuionists, (to say nothiug of the thieves 
and murderers sent there by the emigrant aid 
societies) aud the scencof turbuleuce and factious 
strife as she now is, she would long since have 
been happy and quiet iu the enjoyment of au ex- 
cellent State government, under a constitution 
prepared by her own people through their legally 
appointed delegates assembled at I.ecompton. — 
But there are men in the country who can only 
live by agitation. Unfortunately some of them 
reached Congress from the slave States. They 
would rather see this country a thousand times 
damned than to see peace and quiet prevail. — 
Upon their heads let the curses of an indignant 
people fall. While they are to be held in remem- 
brance, let us not fail to properly rebuke those 
who support their treason. George R. McKee 
has voluntarily thrown himself under the pro- 
tection of the traitors. In less than one month 
they may learn their fate in Kentucky by hi* dis- 
graceful defeat. 

Rankin R. Revill has now canvassed about nine- 
ty counties and is still working faithfully. His 
gentlemanly bearing contrasts so favorably with 
the “coarse, scurrilous” manners of his opponent 
that he would have no difficulty in beating McKee, 
even if the latter had not made himself obnoxious 
to the people of Kentucky by joiuing the Black 
Republicans under their new name of People’s 
party. 

Revill, on the full tide of a healthful and vigor- 
ous life, has passed his thirty-seventh summer. — 
Thrown upon his own resources at the age of fif- 
teen, by the pecuniary embarrassments of his 
father, he has known what it was to struggle with 
the world. He has overcome all obstacles, how- 
ever, and as a member of the church, a private 
citizen, aud a politician he stands without a blem- 
ish upon the pure white page ot his public and 
private character.

Editors Louisville Courier : — Believing that you 
would not intentionally do a person an injustice 
by publishing what was incorrect, I have to claim 
the use of your columns for the purpose of cor- 
rectiug some false statements that have been put 
iu circulation iu connection with my name. As 
the errors and mistatements were promulgated 
through the columns of the Louisville papers, I 
consider them the proper channel through which 
the correction should be made. 1 have used the 
columns of my town paper for the above purpose, 
but, inasmuch as many oi my friends never have 
an opportunity of reading an Owensboro paper, 
and as the “Courier” has a very large circulation 
throughont Southern Kentucky' I fall back upou 
your journal as the only proper channel through 
which I can set myself right, and obtain an ex- 
tended and unprejudiced hearing. 

Sometime in the latter part of the mouth of 
March, 1858, 1 was in the city of Louisville, aud 
was preparing to leave, for the purpose of return- 
ing home, when I was accosted in a very singular 
tmmuer by one of your very vigilant ’(») police 
officers, who informed me that he had in his pos 
session a warrant for my arrest, which he said 
was issued in February, 1857. He said that I 
was charged with having commuted a theft at the 
time above mentioned. I expostulated, and de- 
manded to be confronted with mv accuser, but 
was informed that I should not be exposed to the 
public gaze, but should have an opportunity of 
explaining the matter, and making the thing all 
right if I could. Instead of having the above 
privilege allowed me, I was thrust into “Thomas 
Castle ' to await examination on the following 
day. I was <xumintd before his Honor and the 
“jail clique,” and notwithstanding no evidence 
was produced against me, (as the sequel will 
show,) I was committed to jail iu default of #'.«>■ 
bail. No mau was ever exannued before Judge 
Johnston who established a clearer and better 
reputation for honesty than I did. 1 was charged 
with having been absent from the city, aud beTng 
a fugitive lrum justice. But I introduced a num- 
ber of business meu who stand fair and high 
among your business community, who ncort, and 
brought dates to prove that I had frequently been 
in the city, and had transacted important business 
with them. Yet, notwithstanding all this, the 
“jail clique,” headed bv Judge Johnston, thought 
that "circumstances," hacked by "public opinion,’ 
warranted him iu holding me over iu heavy bonds 
to answer at May court. 

Now, Messrs. Editors, I think I can eulighten 
some of your unsophisticated and uniniatiated 
in regard to what this “public opinion” business 
means. A man away from home— as in mv case— 
is arrested; he is among strangers and in the 
hands of sharks; Mr. W. K. Thomas says to his 
Honor “You must hold that fellow over; ’tis true 
there is no proof against him, but you can hold 
bint on the broad charge of being a “suspicious 
character, aud we will make it all right among 
us.” We who, pray? W. K. Thomas, R. V. 
Baird, Henry Thomas, etc., the crew who comprise 
the "Jail Clique.” This may, perhaps, sound 
strange to some of the uniuitvitea, but it is never- 
theless true that the municipal department of the 
city of Louisville, is entirely ruled by Thomas, 
Baird A Co., hacked by a 1 njilaut (/) and unprin- 
cipled police. If auy of the “Clique” dare deny 
that the above statements are correct, I will 
put myself to the trouble to take a trip to vour 
city for the purpose of proving that Mr. 'Bob. 
Baird and others are in partnership with the 
Thomas tainily in feeding those contiued in your 
county jail, and many an innocent man is made 
to sutler in reputation and health, for the purpose 
of aggrandizing and filling the pockets of a lot of 
political letches who are sucking the verv life blood, 
us it were, from your citv, so tliat they can with 
impunity say, “We are the governing power you 
have among you, and if you do not submit to 
what tee dictate we will set our vigilant (?) police 
after you, and we will make it pay double by lock- 
ing you up, and reaping the profits of your incar- 
ceration.’ 

Now for facts. Baird, Thomas A Co. receive 
fifty cents per day for feeeding every man, woman 
or child who is confined in your county jaiL This 
makes |:J 5u per week. Now we all know that 
this will feed in a good and substantial manner 
any reasonable man. What does the fare given 
the prisoners consist of? About one-quarter of a 
pound of unsifted musty meal, made iuto bread, 
from which the whole grains of corn have to be 
abstracted before it can be eaten, and one-half 
pound of off al meat, such as can be disposed of 
in no other way. This savory repast is served 
twice in every twenty-fours. More than one-half 
the time the meat is' so putrid and stinking that 
it cannot be eaten. I am willing to testify that I 
have seen poor, hungry, half-starved devils watch 
tne iron grating with au eager eye, for food to 
appease their famishing appetites, only to receive 
a plate of nauseaus stinking, putrit meat that had 
reudered the atmosphere sickeuing, aud this not 
occasionally, hut fieqnently. It occurred more 
than 20 times during my short stay. Now, upon 
a close aud fa vorable calculation, the articles of 
food furnished the prisoners (if it were good and 
sound,) would cost about 10 cents a day. This 
leaves in the hands of Messrs. Beard, Thomas 
A Co., the sum of torty cents per day, or $2 SO 
per week clear profits upon eacn person con- 
fined in jail. This, with a vigilant (?: police, 
you will discover, would make the "Louisville 
Jail stock" command a premium among your 
money brokers. As I said before, I was held to 
bonds without any cause, except your readers can 
gather a reason from the foregoing statements— 
which I am prepared to prove; for I have not 
made one statement that I can not substantiate, 
and will do so if called upon. I have, gentlemen, 
always been a very active and energetic member 
of the so-called “Aniericau party,” but I must say 
that the city of Louisville is now ruled and gov- 
erned by a set of political bullies — men who stand 
at the very bottom of the scale of common decen- 
cy and morality; I, of course, make some excep- 
tions, as there are to every rule; but the police de- 
partment, under the control of Bair l, Thomas, 
and the “jail clique” in general, is a mockery of 
justice and a burlesque at honesty. Let a mau

Frightful Mortality at Sea. 

Hearly a Whole Ship's Crew Swept off by Yellow \ 

Fever — Heroic Conduct of the Captain's Wife. 

The British ship Grotta, Capt. Nichols, which 
sailed from Sagua La Grande on tbe 25th of June, 
with a cargo of sugar, bound to Liverpool, was 
yesterday towed into Quarantine by the steamtug 
Huntress. Capt. Rages, who fell in with the ship 
ten miles East of iFire Island early yesterday 
morning. When spoken by the steamer the Cap- 
tain’s wife stood heroically at the helm directing 
the vessel towards Sandy Hook, in order to reach 
this port; her husband lay below in a dving con- 
dition; the mates and all' the crew excepting two 
men haying died of yellow fever. In one hour 
after the ship was taken iu tow, the Captain also 
died, leaving only three persons alive on board, 
the two foremost hands and the Captain’s wile.— 

It seems tbe fever made its appearance among the 
crew of the ill fated ship the second dav after 
leaving port, in its most virulent form, the or- 
dinary remedies were tried, but were found of lit- 
tle effect to sur tbe progress of tbe disease. One 
after another died, and their remains were con- 
signed u> the deep by the survivors. 

The first and second mates finally fell victims, 
and in nine days there were none left but the 
Captain, bis wife, and two of the craw. On the 
1st of July the Captain was taken down with 
symptoms of the fever, and the wife, who bad, 
until now, been unremitting in her attentions to 
the sick among the officers and crew, was obliged 
to nurse her sick husband, and also, occasionally, 
take her position at the wheel, while the surviv- 
ing crew workeq (be ship. The Captain had al- 
ready decided to out into New York, and was 
making the best of his way towards Bandy Hook. 
WhileTie was yet able to give directions, he in- 
structed hjs wife bow to steer tbe ship. 

The ship was towed to the Quarantine, where 
she was boarded by Deputy Health Officer Dr.

SIXTH EXHIBITION 
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levs from Leavenworth- 

[ 8 t. Loris, July 9. — Our dispatches from Lea- 

venworth 6th, by U. 8. Express to Boonville, say 
that the special messenger named in a previous 
dispatch, reached the Fort yesterday with the offi- 
cial orders for General Harney, which went for- 
ward this morning per Captain Simpson. The 
orders direct the following movements: 

Eight companies of the second dragoons, Ma- 
jors Phelps and Reynold’s batteries artillery, the 
tifth, tenth, and probably seventh regiment of in- 
antrv remain in Utah. The fourth artillery and 
fwo companies of the second dragoons occupy the 
district of the Platte. The first cavalry is direct- 
ed to remain ou the plains as late as practicable, 
and make excursions among the Indians, and 
keep them in subjection. The sixth or seventh 
Infantry proceed to Oregon, in view of recent in- 
telligence from the Pacific, of Indian hostilities. 
Majors Hunt and Harris’ batteries are ordered to 
return to Fort Leavenworth. The corps of engi- 
neers now with the battalions of the sixth infant- 
ry are to return to West Point, alter completiug 
the work of opening the road to Camp Scott via 
Cheyenne Pass. 

The troops which accompanied (.’apt. Marcy 
from New Mexico return to that department 
Brigadier General Harney is ordered to return to 
St. Louis, and assume the command of the de- 
partment of the West, unless he may have re- 
ceived intelligence of forcible oppoaition by the 
Mormons to the army now in Utah, in which case 
he is empowered to send forward the whole of the 
reinforcements, and continue with them to Utah, 
or retnrn to take command of his department, as 
he may prefer. Lieut. Colonel Crossman and 
Captains Tandy and Page are assigned to duty in 
Utah. Capt. Hancock is ordered to proceed with 
the regiment of infantry to the Pacific. The offi- 
cers of the Topographical Engineers, hitherto as- 
signed duty with the troops iu Utah, are ordered 
to report to Geneial Johnston. The recruits and 
officers destined for corps now iu U tah, proceed to 
that denartment. Assistant Adjutant General 
Beuiil remains attached to the staff of General 
Harney. The paymaster farthest in advance will 
go through with his. funds to Utah. The other 
remains in duty in tbe department of the Platte. 
Tbe force assigned to this department is expect- 
ed to keep communication open between Mis- 
souri and Utah, and is under the orders of Brigu- 
dier General Johnston. An express arrived from 
Utah yesterday. The dates are old, and contain 
nothing additional. General Harney was at Fort 
Kearney on the 2»th of June. 

Later from Mexico. 

New Orleans, July 9. — Tliejbark Brilliant has 
arrived, with VeraCruz papers of the 26th. Busi- 
ness is prostrate. Yomito prevails among the 
soldiers. The citizens are healthy. There was 
an earthquake on the 18th in the City of Mexico; 
50 persons were killed. 

The British and French Ministers advise the 
pavment of the forced loan under protest. For- 
syth opposes it, and demands his passports. He 
is awaiting instructions. 

Vidaurn and Garza are marching upon the cap- 
ital. Echagarauy retreated to Jalapa. Osollos is 
shut up at .San Luis. Salas has been recalled by 
Zuluoga. Contributions are stringently enforced. 

Yucatan dates to the 30th have been received. 
The Government has imposed a duty of 50 cents 
per bbl. on foreign and home flour, from the 1st of 
August. 

The earthquake was felt at Minititlan. 

From Washington. 

Washington, July 9. — Com. Page, who is desig- 
nated to the command of the naval force to be 
dispatched to Paraguay, has had an interview 
with the Secretary of the navy on the subject. 
That Government is said to hav e three effective 
war steamers. The fort is of great power, under 
French engineers, and commands the* navigation 
ot Parana river. Hence it is deemed important 
that the United -States shall be prepared for all 
possible emergencies, the President having been 
clothed by Congress with ample power to enforce 
ail the just demands of our Government. 

The Secretary of the Interior left this evening 
for Mississippi. He will be absent about a month. 

Sailing of the Persia. 

New York, July 7. — The steamer Persia took 
out upwards of two hundred passengers, and a 
halt million in specie. Among her passengers 
are: Mons. Belly, who goes out to make arrange- 
ments for his Nicaraguan canal project; Mr. Ray- 
mond, editor of the Daily Times; Charlotte Cush- 
man; John Yan Buren and daughter; G. P. Put 
nam, and J. W. Field, of Boston; Mr. and Miss 
Jones, and Miss Howe, of Providence. 

Efforts are being made to start the Collins line 
of steamers on tbe 17th inst., provided the gov- 
ernment will agree to the proposed change of the
